A large por- 
tion ‘of the citizens of the town, strikers in- |

D. Hubbard, private to 
President Harper of the University of Chi-

‘Ever since the empires have been 
we 48 represented by permanent legations, we 
have stood uninterruptedin friendly réela- 
tionship with’one another, especially since 
the visit of Prince Henry, Whom I tad,the 
privilege of recetying frequently and treating 
with on. intimate terms, 
** Unfortunately, in the fifth shonth of last 
year the Boxers rebelliously penetrated into 
Pekin and the soldiers joined them. The re- 
sult was the murder of your Majesty’s Min- 
ister, Baron von Ketteler, a man who, as 
long as he occupied his post at Pekin, paid 
careful attention to the interests of your 
countries, and to whom we are bound to 
pay our “alt acknowledgments. 


' Regret for Murder. 
“We regret most deeply that Baron von 
Ketteler met so terrible an end among 0s, 
The fact that we were not in a position to 
take due protective measures was painful 
to our sense of responsibility. It was this 
feeling of responsibility which prompted us 
to. erect a monument on the spot as a sign 
that the crime should not remain unexpiated, 
“Further, we have sent to Germany, bs 
this letter, the Imperial Prince Chun- | 
Fong, heading a special mission. Presa 
Chun, our own brother, will assure your ~ 
Majesty how deeply the events of the past 
year have grieved us and how deeply feel- 
ings of penitence and shame still animate us, 
Your Majesty sent your troops froma far ~~ 
distance, put down the Boxers’ rebellion, ~ 
and restored peace, for the welfare of our 
nation. We have, therefore, commanded 
Prince Chun to exXprers personally to your 
,majesty our thanks forzyour efforts in pro-

“ We cherish the hope that your Majesty™@ 
indignation will be replaced by the om 
friendship. That the relations between our 
empires will be even more extensive and-oe

Prince Chun’s Statement. 
Prince Chun, after reading the letter, added 
the following in his own behalf: 
“I am in a position to assure your Majesty 
that the Emperor, my most gracious master, 
stood aloof from these complications which 
brought misfortune upon China and loss anid’ 
care upon Germany, Nevertheless, in accords 
ance with the customs of thousands of years, 
the Emperor of China has taken the blame oh 
his own sacred person.. I have, therefore. the 
task of expressing to your Majesty the most 
cordial feelings of the Emperor. my 
trious master, toward your imperial Majesty 
and the whole imperial family. I hope the 
passing cloud will only tntenstfy the succeed-

Te fwtia in 1884 I first met ‘Ike’ Riv 
‘paid Mr. Coyne, ‘* and the incident Is not!one 
to be easily forgotten. At that time I was 
driving a bakery wagon and delivering 
bread to some of the small places along what 
was then the most vicious part of the city. 
One morning, about 3 o’clock, I was deliver- 
ing goods at a place next to the saloon of 
John Carew, near South Clark and Harrison 
streets, and while I was absent from the 
Wagon several of the roisterers along the 
street attempted to si 1 the horse at- 
tached to my wagon. 

“ The small boy whom bad 
protested, and immediately was knocked 
down by one of the men. I was a young, 
strong fellow then, and made a run for the 
fellow, and was quickly engaged in a battle 
with the crowd. Reinforcements came from 
the saloon, and the prospects were for my 
getting a beating that would send me a 
hospital. 

“I was able only to ward off the blows 
and was badly bruised when a colored man 
came running toward the crowd and threw 

my assailants right and left, and left me 
alone my first antagonist. 


Demands Fair Play. 


“- That young fellow’s going to get fair 
play,’ he shouted, and then he was kept 
pretty busy for a few moments beating the 
fact into them. I got the fair play and 
think I gave a pretty good Account of my-

SMUGGLING CHARGE CAUSE. 


New York, Sept. 4.—[Special.]—The liner 
Southwark of the International Navigation 
company left its pler at the foot of Dey street 
shortly before 7 o'clock tonight, though 
scheduled to sail at noon, with forty-six of 
its crew in. irons, as many more refusing to 
work, and Inspector Gross aboard with fifty- 
five police reserves to take a hand in any 
possible violence that might occur before the 
ship anchored in Gravesend Bay, where a 
final effort was made toadjust matters. ‘The 
Southwark, carrying seventy cabin passen- 
gers, 240 steerage passengers, and a crew of 
200, was on the point of leaving its pler when 
the crew of firemfén, twenty-four in all, re- 
fused to go to their posts. 
| Today two firemen of the Southwark were 
arrested and locked up in Ludlow street jail 
charged with smuggling tobaceo. The re- 
maining firemen talked the matter over in 
the meantime, and waiting until the eve of the 
ship's sailing went to the Captain and an- 
nounced that they would not work until their 
fellows were released from jail and returned 
to work. 


Oilers and Trimmers Strike. 

For an hour the men argued without avail. 
Then threats were tried and found equally 
useless... So it was finally decided to engage 
a new force of firemen. While the new force 
of firemen was being erigaged, however, the 
remaining engine-rdom force of nine oilers 
and fifteen trimmers joiried the strikers. It 
appeared to the company, so said one of its 
officers, that a general strike of the crew 
might be precipitated, and as a precaution 
against such an event the police were called. 

Inspector Cross and\fifty-five reserves from 
various down-town precincts answeréd the 
call. After two more hours had been con- 
sumed in conferences it was decided to put 
the new crew of forty-eight firemen, oilers, 
and trimmers aboard and take the strikers 
who refused to leave the ship to Antwerp and 
prefer charges against them before the Bel, 
gian government for insubordination. . 

New Orew Quits, Too. 

The new crew, which had signed articles 
for a month, was taken aboard. It then be- 
came whispered about that the strikers were 
to be put in trons.

to work.

§Steel Officials Claim Quins 

The steel officials are in a confident mood 
tonight and appear to think the strike is 
broken effectually, and that only a few days 
more will be required to make it a thing of 
the past. 

The return of 400 tube workers at McKees- 
port, the report that 150 or more went in at 
the Pennsylvania tube works, and the pro- 
tection of Sheriff McKinley and his seventy- 
five deputies at Demmler, where a start will 
be made tomorrow, are quoted by steel 
combine officials as gains. In addition to 
these breaks they claim increased numbers 
at the Star, the Lindsay and McCutcheon, 
the Painters, and the Clark mills, and say 
other plants will now be put into service 
rapidly. 

Organizer Schwartz of the Aisesiea fed- 
eration, who organized the Pennsylvania tube 
workers, called a meeting of his men this aft- 
ernoon, at which it was decided that none of 
the men would return until President Shaf- 
fer gave the word. Mr. Schwartz said not 
a man of the organized tube workers at this 
plant had gone to work, and that the report 
that 150 of them had gone in today was false. 
A few laborers and repair men are at work, 
putting the plant in order for work, but aside 
from these no other workmen are in the mill.

THREE KILLED IN LANDSLIDE. 


Workmen at Cleveland, 0., Buried in 
Excavation Under Seven Hundred 
Cleveland, O., Bept. 4—Three men were 
killed and three others seriously injured In a 
landslide at the new Lake Shore bridge over 

the boulevard entrance to Gordon Park. 

Seven hundred tons of earth, loosened by 
the flood of Sunday, suddenly elid down from 
the bank, burying a force of laborers en- 
gaged in work on the bridge. The comrades 
of those who were buried immediately began 
the work: of rescue, but it was nearly two 
and a half hours before the last body was 
dug out.

Give Up Idea of Horisontal advent. 
but Think Total Will Be Larger

The Board of Review yesterday began the 
task of equalizing real’ estate assessments 
in Btate street, between. Randolph and Van 
Buren streets.

The result of the day’s. investigation con- 
vinced the board that there is need of equal- 
ization in passing upon. the assessments on 
State street real estate. President West. an-

Give Up Horizontal Increase. 
“This talk about a horizontal increase of 


| the assessment on State street property is 


not practical,” said Mr. West. “ As yet wé 
but we have gone far enough to discover 
that there is absolutely.no equality in the 
levy as already spread. Some property-own- 
ers are assessed too much, while the assess- 
ments of others are ridicufously low. ‘The 
street, as a whole, presents a peculiar condi- 
tion.

| “NO SOFT COAL MONOPOLY. 
According to a Pittsburg dispatch all 
the bituminous coal mining companies of 


Virginia, and Kentucky are to be consoll- 
dated into one corporation. Such a cor- 
poration necessarily will be an immense one, 
and therefore Mr. J. P. Morgan, the great 
American industrial organizer, and his as- 
sociates are alleged to be’ the persons who. 
are seeking to bring it into existence. 

This is by no means a new story. It 


'} began to appear in print about a year ago 


and: has been occasionally reprinted since 
then with slight additions and embelilish- 
ments. The date of the birth of the soft 
coal consolidation has been pushed forward

It will require a great deal of capital to 
get an effective control of the soft coal ip- 
dustry, and the more effective the control 
the greater will be the popular indignation 
‘which will confront the promoters of the 
project. Anthracite, except within a com- 
paratively limited area, is a luxury in- 
stead of a necessity. Yet the anthracite 
coal trusts which have been organized from 
time to time have always irritated the pub- 


luxury. It is a necessity. It is the neces- 
sity of the manufacturer, the transportation 
company, and the householder. If any one 
group of capitalists were able to regulate 
the production and fix the price of the fuel 
consumed in half a dozen populous States 
they would have greater power than is pos- 
seased by any group ot capitalistsnow. They 
would have power the possession of which 
the public would consider dangerous to its 


welfare. | 

Whether it is possible for any small body 
of men to monopolize the soft coal indus- 
try is questionable. If there ate persons 
who are seriously attempting to secure a 
monopoly before they have made much 
headway with their schemes they will run 


a sentiment which will mot tolerate the 
control of the fuel resourees 
by a single gigantic corporation. 
GRADE OROSSINGS IN CHICAGO. 
The facts concerning grade crossing 
casualties in Chicago, as presetited yester- 
day in Tux Trisonx by Ethelbert Stewart 
of the federal Census bureau, are a dis- 
grace both to the city and to the railroads. 
‘The deaths from railroad accidents in Chi- 
cago during the census yeat were 330. The 
death list in this city is greater than the 
combined lists of the eight largest cities 
exclusive of New York. Of. the. total of 
6,930 deaths by railroad accidents in the 
United States during 1000 no less than 667, 
or about 10 per cent, occurred in Illinois. 
One-half of the Liinois casualties were with- 


the corporate limits of Chicago. 
That the grade crossings of steam rail- | 


ways are mainly responsible for this state 
of affairs is shown clearly enough by the 
fact that 257 deaths were caused by steam 
cars as against 73 by etreet cats, Prac- 
tically all the deaths due to steam rail- 
roads were at grade crossings. This work 
of carnage continues from year to year. 
The census figures only serve to remind Chi- 
cagoans how little has yet been accom- 
plished in elevating the tracks of the rail- 
ways emtering this city. The totals would 
be still more discreditable if many of the 


grade crossings had not been abolished in 


the last eight years, but the evil still is

 EWOCULATION FOR YELLOW FEVEB. 
Phe Sanitary department of Havans has 
established a. station at the Las Animas 
yellow fever hospital for the purpose of 
‘jnoculating nondmmunes by means of mow- 
quitoes in order to make them immunes. 
The results obtained thus far have not been 
altogether satisfactory, yet, on the whole, 
they justify the object in view. Two men 
and a woman have died under the treat- 
ment, but these were only 15 per cent of 
the total number who allowed themselves 
to be bitten by the infected mosquitoes. 
The other 85 per cent, had yellow fever in 
a comparatively mild form and are now proof 
against ‘the disease. 
In view of these results it cannot be said 
that the people who have sought immunity 
by this means were foolhardy. The three 
persons ‘who died all wished to become per- 
‘manent residents of Cuba and believed they 
would-be exposed to yellow fever and would 
be likely to contract the disease sooner or 
later. The officers of the Sanitary depart- 
ment did not advise them to take the mos 
quito inoculation treatment, but they told 
all applicants that the evidence indicated 
that the disease. was lighter when contract- 
ed in this way.. The risks were explained, 
after which the gé stood in readi- 
ness to in e any who who wished it. 
With a 1d, Gf fourteen successful cases 
and three deiths, Major Gorgas and the 
other department still be- 
lieve that the least dangerous way 
of having the disease, ae the patients get 
expert ¢are in the earliest stages of their 
illness. Their conclusion is reasonable. A 
man who wishes to make his permanent 
abode in a yellow fever country cannot be 
called foolhardy if he attenipts to secure 
immunity trom that disease by inoculation. —

The men who come of age 
after Jan. 1, 1008, cannot be registered 
unless they can fead and write an article 
of the United States constitution and can 
show that they have been engaged in some 
lawful occupation for the greater part of 
the preceding twelvemonth or own—or their 
wives own—$300 worth of property.
